The Finnish forces, these advi­

The defending forces then care­ 
fully encircled the Russians and 
finally closed in with deadly sw ift­ 
ness. routing the Russians after a 
bloody struggle. 
With the Russians now beating 
a hasty retreat for Soviet terri­ 
tory, 
the Finns were

Diagnosing Slouch of Adolescence 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
SEVERAL weeks ago we said 
that the four great problems of the 
adolescent were posture, anemia, 
complexion and the endocrine sys­ 
tem. Yielding to several requests, 
we will discuss these separately in 
the articles this week. 
The posture problem in adoles­ 
cence is due to the perfectly natural 
fact that there is a disparity be­ 
tween the growth of the skeletal 
system and the growth of the mus­ 
cular system. The child simply 
grows too fast to allow its muscles 
to keep it in good position; hence,

we have the “debutante slouch” and 
the poor boy who is pestered by his 
father saying, “Throw your shoul­ 
ders back.” 
The bad posture of adolescence 
usually corrects itself. As soon as 
the body acquires a more mature 
group of muscles and the skeleton 
stops growing, the bad posture of 
the earlier years of adolescence 
automatically corrects itself. Too 
much is probably made of bad pos­ 
ture by fussy parents, and sporadic 
reprimands are likely to make pos­ 
ture worse rather than to make it 
better. In most instances the scare- 
head injunctions of teachers, school 
nurses and social service workers 
are simply th a t—scareheads, and 
nothing more. Many orthopedists 
have pointed to the grave conse­ 
quences of bad posture, saying that 
it displaces the internal organs, 
crowds the heart and lungs and 
stomach, etc., without, I think, mak­ 
ing a very good point. 
Defects May Occur 
However, bad posture can get to 
the place where actual defects, such 
as curvature of the spine, may 


supervene. At some point along the 
line, then, the hour arrives when 
treatm ent must be instituted. 
One of the greatest obstacles to 
posture training is the mental at­ 
titude of the child. He is almost 
invariably annoyed at being com­ 
pelled to correct something that he 
doesn’t consider im portant enough 
to merit attention. This psycho­ 
logical barrier can be overcome in 
the home or in the school by the use 
of outline photographs. Any child 
who can be caught and photo­ 
graphed from the side, standing in 
his natural, slouched position, and 
then photographed with a voluntary 
effort to stand erect, can be con­ 
vinced that posture training is 
necessary by looking at these two 
photographs side by side. 
Almost all posture defects are in 
the spine, and very simple exercises, 
which anyone can devise with the 
j exercise of a little common sense, 
are all that is necessary to make 
! correction. 
I 
The commandments of posture 
are: 
1. Stand tall. 
2. Sit tall. 
3. Walk tall and chesty, with 
weight 
transm itted 
to 
the 
balls of your feet. 
4. Draw in your abdomen. 
5. Keep your shoulders square. 
6. Pull your chin straight back 
toward your collar button. 
7. Flatten the hollow of your back 
by rolling your pelvis down 
and back. 
8. Spread your shoulders from 
your hips as far as possible. 
9. Lie tall and sleep tall. 
IO. Think tall.
